Wherein, I predidicd the appear- 
ance of a Comet, or ſome unuaſal apparitions, &#c. in thar 
Nonth 5 in theſe words, vzz. *©f Uuuſual fights and appa- 
< ritions in the Air, or other Prodigies may perhaps ap- 
« pear near theſe rimes, if not another Comet now , or 
erelong—— Thiz Comet aforefaid, did precede {ome two 
Months) the firſt Conjun#ion of Saturn and 'Fypiter, whick 
was in Ofober, 1682. Whereas I did cenjcure, it would 
have ſuccceded rhe ſame-— *Tis very remarkable, that 
Almighty God was pleaſed to have a Comer appear, ſo near 
the time of the aforeſaid Conjunfien of Saturn and Fupiter, 
2s jt were to uſher in the ſame; Notwithſtanding there 
had been nor long before, viz.

paſs through, and their oppoſize Signs; are alſo (as Afro. 
legers affirm) concerned by theta - But I proceed 
now, to ſpeak ſomething of the aforeſaid Comet, in Aa- 
gf 1632, 

The B:dy of this Comer afcreſaid, in 1682. was not ve- 
ry great ; yet, it ſeemed bigger than (or appeared in the 
Splendowr of ) a Star of the ff Magnitude, or about the 
bigneſs of Venus in her greateſt elongation from the Sun : And 
ir did ar firſt appear Nerth and by 7eft, with a Tazl or 
B/aze proceeding from the hinder part of its Body in its 
deſcending Morion ; fhort at firſt, bur afterward encreaſ- 
ed to about 3 or 4 Degrees, or more in length, pointing 
jn ſome Places ſometimes upward , trending a little Eaft- 
ward, and ſometimes in other Places towards the Scuth- 
weſt, This Comets Mction was very ſwiſt, for it began in 
Cancer (acccrdiry ro ſome Obſervarions made thereof } 
and at the fi-ft was found to be in or near the 9th De- 
gres tiercof ; and within the ſpace of 5 or 6 Days, it 
made its Pregreſs [roma therice threugh Leo and Virgo, and 

continuing 
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continuing but a Day in Virgo, it paſſed into Livra, wheres 
its Metion became more ſlow, and where (as 'tis con- 
ceived) ir diſappeared, in or about the firft Week of Sep- 
tember, being vifible here from about the 13th Day of Au- 
£*ft before, unto that time. The Blaze or Tail thereof 
at ſcine times was not very conſpicuows. Its Latitude was 
North, being greatefft at its firft appearing 3 bur [rom thence 
decreaſed every Day more and more to its diſappearing. 
Same do hold, that the Body of this Comet was greater 
than that in 1680. though it had a /efſer Blaze or flream 
iſſuing from it, and nor comparable to that of that Co- 
met— And being ſeated far Northward, it was bur 4 ve- 
ry ſhort rime ar irs firſt appearance under the Horizon 
for in thar place of Heaven wherein it was then, it did nei- 
ther riſe nor ſet, as being carried about with that pare of 
the Firmament, which is ſitzate very far Northward : abour 
the 20th of AuguF, it was obſerved to ſer abone xx of 
the Clock at Night, and to riſe again abour 3 in the Morn- 
ing ; ſo that its continuance was very long above the Hori- 
204—— Some fay it w:s of a Foutal Colour at its firff ap- 
pearance , bur afterward (when I faw it) its Coloicr was

This C+met ſeems ro have (omewhat 2 different fignzfi- 
cation from that in 1680. and ſeeing its motion was ſo haflf, 
and ſo ſuddain ard quick from Cancer, through Leo ard

Mankind : for, as this Comer b<gan to appeer in Cancer, 
ſo ir (cems to intimate, that the beginaiag of its Partents 
will be of a violent and rough Narare, and uncotzfortable 
ro thoſe Places, Mea, and Things unto which they have 
Relati:n ; and ſecing 'tis a #atry Sign, there ſeems by this 
Comet portended , great Inundations, ard Floods, unruly

was then, /z in the Years 1<72. and 1573. the gazing oh- 
je of the whole World , beciuſe 1t was ſuch a one, 2s no 
Hilory relates the like 3 only one was obſerv'd and mentioned 
by Hy» rc, which appcared 120 Years before the coning of 
our B!-ſſsd4 Lord ard Saviour 7efw Chriſt into the Worl4; but ic 
was not ve tral to the Nortnern People as was this 11 17 2—— 
Concerning the apvearance of this ſaid New Star 'n 1592, 
r19/linhed an Hiſtmian of this Nation (who lived ar that time) 
in his Chyorr cls of England, writes thus, vir. © Arn 1552, On 
& the 18!) of Nowvemper 10 the Morning, was ſeen a Srar Novtye

& percele/tial, ſo ſtrange, as from the b:ginning of the world 
© never was the {zþe, Thus far the ſaid Hiſtorian, of the a- 
forefajid famous New Star in 1592—— By which it appears, 
that the People of that time had the ſaid Star in much admi- 
ration, and were filled with the great expeftation of its Effefts 
and Portents. 

Ar the aforeſaid time of this New Stars appearance, there 
was living in Denmark, a Noblemax named Tycho Brahe, a moſt 
famous Mathematician, who with moft exat and curious 1- 
ſtruments obſerved the ſame ; and after the peruſal of no leſs 
than 31 Authors or Books, wrote by men-of ſeveral Natzons, 
of the Effefts and Qualities of this New Star, was pleas'd him- 
ſelf ro compoſe and write a large Triatz/e of the lame, and of 
his own a:carate Obſervations, and ſome Aſtrological Predifti- 
ons thereof, Of its continuance he writes thus, v:x; Dura» 
vit autem hec Stella per totum Annum ſequentem ab 14 die No» 
Demo. 1572, &c. This New Star was viſible one whole Year 
following, from the 11th of November, 1572. and ſfomewhar 
more until the beginning of the Spring, 1574- when 1a the 
Month of March 1t began not to be ſeen and jt cont1- 
nued immovable as atoreſaid, and in one certain ſtatzon, all 
rhe time of irs appearance, as this famous Man allo laith, his 
words are Conftitit vero perpetuo in uno colemque Cit loco 
iImmota, &c. This New Star continued immovable, and in one 
and the felf ſame place of H:aven, and from thence made no 
digreſſum ar any time, that could ever be perceived by any 
ſence, bur always kept che ſame dz{poſition unto the neare/s Stars 
of C//z9pera. 

Now, becauſe of this New Stars long rontinuauce and ffabt- 
lity in the H:avens, much (or the chiefeſt part) of 1s Ffefs 
were ſuppoſed ro be a long time before they would be mani- 
feſted ro the World : and although irs very probable , rhat 
ſome of its Portents have already happened therein z yer, ſome 
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Learned Men do conceive, that the moiſt material and princi- 
pal matters thereby portended, have not as yet appeared, but 
will in all probabiliry ſhew forch themlelves, in or about the. 
Year 1692. or between that and the Year 1700. if the World 
ſhall eontinue ſo long. 

T conclude this preſent Diſcourſe of the Comet in 1682, 


. with the Words of Mr. W:!sforg, in his Book of Meteors, pag. 


163. viz. * Comets do declare the greatneſs of the Creator,

Luminary is diſtant from its riſing, and how long it continues 
above the Horizon 3 which being had, we are to reduce them 
turo Minutes, and thcn to fay by the Golden Rule, if the whole 
continuance of the Luminary Eclipſed above the Horizon, give 
365 Days, or one whole Year, what ſhall the time of 11s rifing 
give ? which being multiplied and divided, the Quotient will 
give the time of the beginning of its Efefts The other 
opinion 15, that the EffedFs of an ogy begin to operate pre- 
fencly after the appearance of the fame, concerning which, 
Origanus de Effeitibus par.

ons That in 7anary this Year of the Sun, pndoubted- 
ly will be a very Great Eclip/e, in thoſe parts of the World 
where it is viſible ; and may be attended with as great Efe/fs, 
in thoſe Places that are concerned thereby, and under the Sign 
wherein it happens, and its oppoſite Sign, &c. Though Ptolomy 
faith, Nil nocet Eclipfis illis regionibus, 3n quibus non videtur —- 
The Eclipſe of the Moon in December this Year, being great, 
yet ſecing it happens ſo near the Years end, irs Effets will not 
appear till the beginning of the Year 1685. and therefore 
ſhall nor here treat thereof, nor (for the ſame reaſon) of the 
Conjunttion of Saturn and Mars in Virgo, at the beginning of 
Ottober this Tear 1684 And fo I conclude my Obſerva- 
tions on this ſaid Year, which may prove a Year of much bu- 
fineſs in ſome Places beyond the Seas, for ſo the Heavenly Po- 
dies ſeem to declare ; -and that ſome difficulties will attend 
ſome Foreign Conntries. God Almighty keep and defend all 
Chriſtian People from the power and fury of the Tuk this Year, 
and evirmore.
